After the men had been rounded up 
Dy Captain Tunney and his squad the 
mail in their possession was taken to 
Police Headquarters and Mr. Knox was 
hurriedly cent for. He spent several 
hours at Police Headquarters examin- 
ing the mail and questioning the pris- 
oners. He ang Commissioner Scull both 
refused to say whether the men had 
given any information of value. 

“The charge against them at pres- 
ent,’’ Mr. Knox said, ‘‘is that of com- 
_ peting with the Government by carry- 
ing mail in opposition to the Govern- 
ment. “These meh were’ cngaged with 
others in maintaining a service for mail 
which it wae not desired to send 
through. the United States Post Office.”

Census Bureau Puts New York 
City’s Total at 624,700-——Of- 
ficials: Expect No Disorder.

; WASHINGTON, June 5.—Every con- 
ceivable precaution ‘has been taken by 
the Federal’ Government to gu 
against interferencé; with or evasion of 
the draft registration next Tuesday. ‘The 
enroliment of thoge covered, by the law 
will take on the magnitude of a national 
election. . 

The Government expects about 10,000,- 
000 men to go to the polls on Tuesday to 
register. This is half the number that 
Voted in.the: last’ hational ‘election, when 
more votes were cust than in any other 
national] contest. The popular vote for 
President Wilson in 1916. wag~9,127,748; 
for Hughes 8,545,765; for Benson, the So- 
cialist candidate, 590,322; for Hanly, the 
Prohibition candidate, ‘216,999,. and for 
Reimer, the’ Socialist Labor candidate, 
13,132, an aggregate of nearly: 20,000,000 
Votes.

NAME A DICTATOR 
REVOLT SPREADS 


Full Cabinet Is Selected as 
~ Eleven Provinces Defy. the 
Central Government. 


PEKING IS NOW ISOLATED 


President Is Practically a Help- 
less Prisoner and His Resig- 
riation Is Predicted. 


FOES HOLD THE RAIL LINES 


Militarists Strengthen Their Posi- 
tion and Troops Are Moved 
Toward Peking. 


SHANGHAI, June 3.—General Shang- 
Hsun, Military Governor of the Province 
of Anhwei, arrived in Tien-tsin on Sat- 
urday evening and after a conference 
with the Militarists a provisional Gov- 
ernment for China was formed. Hsu- 
Shih-chang was appointed dictator; 
Wang-shih-chen, the acting Premier, 
was made Premier; Tuan-Chi-kuei, 
brother of Tuan-Chi-jui, former Premier, 
was named Minister of War; Tsao-Ju- 
lin, who is believed to be strongly pro- 
Japanese; received ‘the portfolio of For- 
eign Affairs, and. Tang-Hua-lung, for- 
mer Minister of Communications, was 
chosen as Minister of the Interior. 

The chief of the Gendarmerie. at 
Peking has. been. requested to watch 
President Li-Yuan-hung, who presum- 
ably is virtually a prisoner and who is 


expected to resign forthwith. 

The Militarists have completely isolated 
Peking. The Government has established 
& strict censorship on the telegraph lines. 


TIEN-TSIN, China, June 3.—The Con- 
suls here have véen officially informed 
that the Province of Chi-li has broken 
off relations with the Central Govern- 
ment.

PEKING, June 8:—Eleven Provinces of 
the. eighteen in China, including the 
Province of Chi-If; in which Peking: is 
situated, now no longer recognize the 
authority of the Peking Government. 
The Provincés of Kwang-tung, Kwanhg- 
si, and Yun-nan are supporting Presi- 
dent Yuan-Li-hung. The Provisional As- 
sembly of Kwang-tung, in assuring its 
loyal support to the President and Par- 
liament, demands that the Military Gov- 
ernors be dismissed and punished. 

Dr. Sun Yat-sen, ex-Premier Tang 
Shao-yi, and other revolutionary leaders 
are proceeding hurriedly to Canton. It 
seems probable that should the Military 
Governors persist in their revolutionary 
course the three loyal South China 
Provinces named, Kwang-tung, Kwang- 
si, and Yun-nan, will rise in support 
of the President. At present the situa- 
tion is serious and the President vir- 
tually powerless. 

According = to official information to- 
day, President Li-Yuan-hung intends to-; 
morrow to introduce a bill taking\in a 
declaration of war against Germany if 
there fs a quorum present in Parliament. 

presence of a quorum, however, 
seems doubtful. 

Attempts are being made -to influence 
President lLi-Yuan-hung to resign 
rather than to dissolve Parliament, the 
object being to throw the blame for any. 
disturbance upon the Militarists. The. 
President has issued a mandate, plead- 
ing with Chang-Hsun, the Commander 
of the Government troops at Nanking 
and Feng-Kwo-chang, to come to 
king and effect a compromise.

Passengers who arrived yesterday at 
an American port from England said 
they had been fifteen days getting 
across: the - Atlantic because their ship 
had . been “rammed by‘ an ‘ auxiliary 
cruiser’ soon after sailing and “had “put 
back: for repairs. 

The collision occurred at 9°o'clock in 
the thornine® on Sunday, May 20, in a 
densé fog, and right in the centre of. the 
submarine zone. The Capt&in did not 
wish to sound his foghorn too frequent- 
ly, as submarines might be on the sur- 
face. The passengers had just gone on 
deck after breakfast when a whistle 
was heard on the port beam, and the 
next moment a big, gray-painted auxil- 
iary cruiser crashed into the liner amid- 
ships. 

The cruiser’s bow cut into the super- 
structure of the: steamship, denting the 
gteel plates below for fifty feet, carry- 
ing away three lifeboats with the davits 
on which they were swung out ready 
for Jowering, and also smashing several 
liferafts.on the boat deck. There was 
no damage done welow. the wafer line, 
and the auxiliary cruiser escaped with- 
out injury. No one was hurt on either 
vessel. 

The liner was escorted on the return to 
port by the warship and two patrol 


boats that fae a code “call by 
‘wireless sent out by the Captain: of the 
‘cruiser. The liner had 164 passengers, 
of whom-12 were. women. After stop-’|, 
‘ping four days.in. hotels. at. the original |’ 
port of embarkation they made another 
start at night, and the ‘linér ‘bumped 
into the seawall, which stove in. her 
bows well above the water line. The 
Captain decided ‘to proceed on the* voy- 
age.

‘ ALBANY, June 3.—Governor Whitman 
announced tonight that he had signed 
the Ottinger bill, which relates to the 
West Side contracts between the City 
of New York and the New York Central 
Raltlroad; and the Green bill, which pro- 
vides for an investigation by the Com- 
mittee of Seven to investigate the sur- 
face railroad situation in New York 
City. Concerning the Ottinger bill, the 
Governor wrote:

tailed, despite six years of hegotiations, 
to afforfi the means of securing the re- 
sults it was intended to accomplish.

“The effort to treat. this important

** Tt takes away from no city official 
or board any *power which the public 
policy of the State-has vested commonly 
in such officials or boards, but it does 
away' with an exception to that polizy 
which experience has proved unworkable 
and undesirable. 

*The measure seems to me to contain 
fair assurances of early progress and ac- 
eeptable results. In substantive and 
procedural provisions, it conforms to 
standards which should be fundamental 
in this State. I find in it no herriet to 
the early concludi of a proper agree- 
ment or contract, but I do find assur- 
ance that if negotiations authorized and 

started in 1911 do not yield results in 
1917 something more than negotiations 
will be-set rn motion.

Thwarted Efforts ut Employment. 


Still more {hcredible, except on the 
assumption that Germany had set out to 
reduce Beigium to such a state that ‘she 
could. make to the wérld the plea that 
the Belgians’ alternatives were beggary 
or deportation, was the German $opposi- 
tion to works of public utility for the 
benefit of the unemployed. The Province 
of Luxembourg. had completely solved 
its. problem of unemployment by or- 
ganizing works of image onpenent of this 
cheracter when the order of May 2, 1916. 
was issued, in which the local authori- 
ties were dirested to abandon these 
works, on which nearly ,000,000 had 
been .spent, because, as .the memoran- 
dum says, ‘‘ it was a matter of work for 
the unemployed.’’ When the Luxem- 
bourgers thus thrown out of. employ- 
ment sought work in other’ communes, 
the German authorities refused to au- 
thorize any work .where employment 
was given to workmen from outside 
communes. . 

‘Thus hunted down,"’ says the mem- 
orandum; ‘‘in every place where em- 
ployment could still. be obtained in Bel- 
gium, the’ Belgium laboring class, at 
the end of -September, 1916, found itself 
compelled to fold its arms by order of 
the German authorities. . a 

“This was the moment chosen by the 
German Government to decree the de- 
portation..of the Belgian unemployed 
into Germany under the official pretext 
‘that sufficient. occupation for the un- 
employed could: no longer be found in 
Belgium.’ ”’ : 

The memorandum refutes the German 
allegation that the British blockade, by 
shutting out raw materials, was _re- 
sponsible for the economic. woes of Bel- 
gium; showing that a system of imports 
of such materials under neutral guar- 
antees, .failed of adoption because of 
Germany's refusal to give the guaran- 
tees required of .her. 

The deportation order of Oct. 3, 1916, 
to which the Belgian Government con- 
tends all Germany’s previous policy had 
been leading up, was essentially a war 
measure. 

‘‘ This character is shown, jn the*first 
place, by "the adathority: from which it 
emanates, and which. is, not the civil 
Government of unocelipied Belgium, but 
the German General Headquarters. This 
character is shown, moreover, by the 
fact that similar orders were given out 
simultaneously, and by the military au- 
thorities also, covering the occupied dis- 
tricts of Poland and Lithuania.

ism by approximately the same legis- 
lative claim and for exactly the same 
ends as the able-bodied male population 
of ‘Germany; that is to say, to aid the 
German Army to support ‘the burden of 
the war.and to make a supreme effort.”’ 


“ Heinous” and “ Inexpiable” Crime. 
The memorandum. closes with these 


words: 

“The spectacle of such odious in- 
justice creates, ‘day b day, more 
clearly in the souls of all who. witness 
it, the impression of an exceptionally 
heinous crime which is inexpiable, al- 
though now carried on with momentary 
impunity. . 

‘*As to those who are the victims, 
their resolution, rising above the cruelty 
ena suffering which is their lot, re- 
mains steadfast and unshakable. No 
peace is possible, nor durable, without 
the observance of the elementary rules 
of right, -one of. the first of which_ is 
respect’ for the- human person, No 
abuse of force can. exhaust the resist- 
ance of the Belgian people to foreign 
oppression. All history witnesses that 
the aspiration of the Belgian people for 
independence is indomitable, and that 
their endurance will win the mastery 
over tyranny.” 


PERKINS PREDICTS REFORM. 


Tells Madison Barracks Students. of 
a New Era After the War.

SACKET HARBOR, N. Y., June 3.— 
That America will be made over and 
better. by the war was declared again 
and again by George W. Perkins today, 
in.an address delivered to 600 officer stu- 
dents in the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation building in Madison Barracks.

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BILLION BOND ISSUE | 
POR REVENUE BILL 


Senate Finance Committee, It Is 
Said, Favors It, as Tax Re- . 
turns Won't Méet, Needs. 








MAY REPORT BILL THIS WEEK 





Senator Simmons Expresses Hope 
of Settling Proposed Newspa- 
per Tax Acceptably. 





WASHINGTON, June 3.—Authoriza- 
tion for a billion-dollar bond issue prob- 
ably will be writtén into the House War 
Tax bill by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee when it completes redrafting the 
measure as passed by the House. 

It was authoritatively stated tonight 
that this course might. be decided upon 
because the $1,500,000,000 which the bill 
as redrafted js designed to pring in 
through ‘taxation will fail by nearly a 
billion dollars to provide th¢ money need- 

, in, addition to bond. istues already 
authorized, to finance the first year of 


war. 

The proposed bonds, or a substantial 
portion of them, it is understood, the 
committee would .make short-term se- 
rials, maturing during the next - few 
years. This is in line with the policy of 
having half of thé war’s expense borne 
by the present generation. , 

The Senate Finance Committee. will 
put the finishing touches on the bill this 
week. <A printed. draft of the measure 
with its features as agreed upon, along 
with others only tentatively decided, was 
in the hands of the committee today. 
Senator Simmons, Chairman of the'com- 
mitteé, explained that the bill had been 
ptinted at this time only to afford an 
easier consideration of its many feat- 
ures this week: It is only for informa- 

on. of the committee, he added, so as 

o “clear the air for them. 

. One feature of the pill that will be 
taken up by the.committee tomorrow, 
in an:attempt to come to, some decisive 
action, is the tax to be put on newspa- 
pers and periodicals... Senator Simmons 
said today that he had no idea what 
the committee would do with. the sug- 
gestion made last night by the repre- 
sentatives of publishing iriterests 
throughout the country for a tax upon 
advertising instead increasing the 
postage rate. ; 

Hopes for an Equitable Tax. 

“It would be unfair to attempt to 
say what. we may do about the news- 

and periodical tax,’”’ said Senator 
cnomons. Pe The publishers all seem 
entirely willing to pay a fair tax, and 
the committee will endeaver to work out 
a system that will be acceptable. It is 
not fair to try to conjure up what the 
committee may do as to this tax, be- 
cause we have not yet come down to a 
definite consideration of it. 

Another feature of the War Revenue 
bill which touches upon one of the 
most prolific sources of revenue is the 
tax upon distilled spirits and alcoholic 
beverages. The House fixed a levy of 
approximately $230,000,000, and thus far 
the Senate Finance Committee has 
made no change. 

The majority of the committee wants 
the tax to stand.. But there is bitter 
opposition among Senators with vary- 
ing shades of opinion as to prohibition 
during war time. This may cause. some 
alteration in the liquor ‘tax before it 
reaches. the Senate. Senator Wads- 
worth introduced a Dill, for instance; to 
regulate the distillation of whisky ahd 
malted drinks, so as to conserve the 
supply of grain . 

Judging from the trend of opinion as 
one ‘hears it expressed in the lobbies of 
Congress, there is not much prospect of 
any straight-out prohibition for the 
present at least. The argument that an 
enormous revenue is to be derived from 
allowing ithe manufacture of liquor, 
with restrictions to conserve the supply 
of cereals, appears to have outweighed 
whatever effort there is for complete 
prohibition during war time. 


INDIAN WANTS TO PUT 
$800,000 IN WAR BONDS 


Jackson Barnett, Wealthiest Red 
Man in America, Offers His 
Entire Fortune to the Nation.

WASHINGTON, June 3. — Jackson 
Barnett, the wealthiest Indian in the 
world, a ‘full-blood Creek, living near 
Henryetta, Okla., wants to let the Gov- 
érnment put his whole fortune, approxi- 
mating $800,000, into Liberty bonds, and 
the Department of the Interior is. trying 
to find a way to do it. ‘The difficult 
is that Barnett, not being able to re 
or write and having a guardian ap- 

inted by law to protect his interests, 
8 regarded, legally, as an. “‘ incompe- 
tent,” and the Secretary of the Interior 
is not suré that it would be‘ legal to ac- 
cept his money. 

he Government heard of Barnett’s 
wish to convert his wealth into Liberty 
bonds when Carl J. O’Hornett, 
Indian's guardian, a banker of Hen- 
ryetta, telegraphed Senator Owen a few 
days ago. Mr.'O’Hornett said Barnett, 
who is regarded as the Rockefeller of 
the Indians, is bother over having 
80 much money and wishes the Govern- 
ment would take all he has except 
enough for him to live on. 

The. Indian came into his sudden 
wealth a few years ago. He was the 
son of a Creek Chief, and had lived as 
a nomad of the plains, avoiding the set- 
teirs who were encroaching upon the 
old Indian auating ounds in Okla- 
homa, When the Indian Territory be- 
came @ State and the. five ‘“ civilized 
tribes ’—the Creeks, Choctaws, Chicka- 
saws, Semindles, and Cherokees—re- 
ceived allotments of land for farming 
purposes, Barnett resented ‘the Govern- 
ment’s interference and objected to tak- 
ing a tract of land north of Tulsa. He 
considered the neighborhood only fit 
for coyotes and jack rabbits to starve in. 

In ». when the Cushing .oil fields 
were developed and its owners got from 
the Government the right to lease: Bar- 
nett’s land and work it, the Indian 
showed utter indifference. It happened 
that the Government had given the In- 
dian the richest land of all the Okla- 
homa ofl fields. It has yieldéd a steady 
flow. In the meantime Barnett’s guar- 
dian has been putting money away for 
him in banks, until the. Indjan now has 

,400 in nine national banks, $115,000 

n State and private banks in Oklahoma, 
while the Government is keeping $184,- 
492 for him at. the Treasury. n all of 
this the Indian draws interest at the 
$47,082 a year, while he ‘has, be- 
sides a steady income from the oil wells. 

Barnett uses $100 for himself, and that 
is all he wants. He is’62 years old, and 
says he simply cares for sufficient in- 
co. to buy “smokes.” He will a 
millionaire in a month-or so. If the De-

Great Britain issued a call to the colors 
yesterday to British subjects in the 
United States between the ages of 18 
anid 45 years, of whom there are said to 
be 500,000. The call was accompa- 
nieg by a warning from the: British 
Recruiting Mission that such British 
subjects in this country who did not en- 
list would all probability become men 
without a country, that is, they. would 
lose their citizenship. 

The United States has given to the 
British Reérulting Mission the use of its 
enlistment machinery, and British sub- 
jects may volunteer at'any United States 
Army recruiting station.

Figtcher’ Chandler, Stiperintendent of 
the State Police, announced tonight that 
Governor Whitman .had approved the 
rulés” governing the ‘organization and 
conduct, of ythe: department. © Major 
Chandler said that June 11. had been 
set for the examination of 1,000 or more 
Carididates for New York State troopers. 
From this number 222 men, provided by 
the law, will be chosen... The examina- 
tion will be held in the Executive Cham- 
ber, with the Governor himself giving 
it. his supervision, and in the presence 
also of the State Civil: Service ‘Commis- 
sion. 

“The. Governor's zealous regard for 
the. welfare of this department, will 
justify my statement that its conduct 
from the beginning is to be free of 
political infludnce,"’’ Major Chandler 
said. ‘* We were going’ to get a depart- 
ment of Staté troopers organized which 
will be made up of men of brains, cour- 
age, and tact.

New York City should have an entirely 
new plan of Goyernment, ‘according to 
former Chamberlain Henry Bruére, who 
submitted a report on the subject to 
Mayor Mitchel yesterday. The proposed 
plan calls for a reconstruction of the 
general framework of the City Govern- 
ment in order that gréater emphasis 
may be kept on general administrative 
leadership 4nd supervision. A Mayor, 
a Board of Directors, and a city man- 
ager are suggested in place of the pres- 
ent administrative heads. If carried out 
it would be necessary: to have a revision 
of the city Charter, which could only be 
done by acquiescence on the part of the 
Legislature and the Governor. 

The report. outlines two plans for re- 
organizing the structure of the munic- 
ipal government. Thé first, while cen- 
tralizing much of the administrative 
responsibility of the Government under 
the Board of Estimate, to-be discharged 
-through the office of a city manager, 
doés not greatly disturb thé present or- 

anization of the city départments. It

It would be hig duty to plan, co- 
ordinate, and supervise and to see to it 
that the service activities of govern-

CHARGES ITALY SENDS 
COTTON TO GERMANY 


Investigating Committee of Manu- 
facturers Favors Federal Con- 
trol of Our Exports. 


BOSTON, June 8.—Germany has been 
supplied with American cotton through 
Italian traders, according ‘to a report 
by an investigating committee of the 
National Association of Cotton Manu- 
facturers which was made public to- 
night. The report advocates Govern- 
ment control of shipment of cotton and 
its products from this country, adding 
that “could such a step have n 
taken three years ago it would 
materially lessened the length of the 
war. ” 

The committee, which was appointed 
by the association at its annual con- 
vention several weeks ago, gives sta- 
tistics on exports of cotton to Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, the Netherlands, and 
Italy for 1914, 1915, and 1916 to show 
tremendous increase since the war. 

‘“* No shipments of raw cotton are now 
being made to Denmark,” the ‘report 
says, ‘‘but during the eight months 
ended in February of the present year. 
there were shipped to-the Netherlands. 
Norway, Sweden, and Italy, 349,736,849 
etnds of raw cotton. The greater part

LOUIS GATHMANN DEAD. 


Inventor ‘Whose Gun Was mmo 
Here, Sold the Fuse to Germany. 


WASHINGTON, June 3~—Louis Gath- 
mann, an inventor, who was often 
credited with the sticcess of heavy Ger- 
man siege artillery in the present war, 
died hére today at the age of 74. He 
was born in Germany, but came to the 
United States, and was naturalized 
when a young man. In the early nine- 
ties he became interested in the prob- 
lem of firing high explosive shells fro 
ordinary cannon, and made a oe po 
experiments with a fuse and shel 
own invention.
